The pro has pointed out virhy § 1.97(Jb) does not provide that an infonnation disclosure statement 
will be considered if it is filed within three months after the date of a request for continued 
examination under § 1. 1 14. The PTO explained that since an RCE filing is a reply under 35 U.S.C. 
132, the applicant may be entitled to patent term adjustment if the Office does not act on an 
application containing a request for continued examination under § 1.114 within four months. See 
35 U.S.C. 154(b)(1)(A)fii). Thus, tfw Office cannot delay action on RCE applications for three months 
to determine whether an infonnation disclosure statement wiii be filed. The Office, however, is 
adopting provisions (§ 1. 103(c)) for a limited suspension of action after the filing of a request for 
continued examination under § 1. 1 14, for the applicant to obtain additional time (prior to the 
issuance of the next Office action) to provide an information disdosura statement (or amendments, 
or an affidavit or declaration) after the fHing of the RCE. See, Notice of August 16, 2000, "Request 
for Continued Examination Practice and Changes to Provisional Application Practice; Final Rule", 
65Fed. Reg., pages 50091-60105, at page 50100 (comment 11); OG: September 5. 2000, pages 
13-24 

One of the time periods excluded from patent tenn adjustnmnt is the time consumed by a continued 
examination request under 35 U.S.C. 132(b) (§ 1.114(b) (1)). 

The Office will not suspend action in an application when a reply by the applicant is outstanding. 
35 U.S.C. 133 requires an applicant to "prosecute the application" within six months of an Office 
action (or a shorter period as set in the Office action) to avoid abandonment of the application. 
If an applicant files a request for continued examination but does not also provide any submission 
(in mply to the prior Office action) within the period for reply to the prior Office action, the application 
is abandoned by operation of law (35 U.S.C. 133). 

The Office will treat a request for continued examination under § 1.114 containing a bona fide 
submission that is not fully responsive to the prior Office action under the practice set forth in 
§ 1.135(c). In addition, under the limited suspension of action provisions of § 1.103(c), an applicant 
must still file a request for continued examination practice in compliance with § 1.114, but may 
obtain additional time (prior to the issuance of the next Office action) to provide an infonnation 
disclosure statement, amendments, or an affitkivit or dedaration after the filing of the request for 
continued examination.
